“OUR ‘LONDON CABLE. 


ENGLAND’S CRY FOR MOREGOLD 


Around—Half of the 
“Khaki” Loan Pawned—Govern- 
ment Will Have to Work Hard to 
Get Money at 4 Per Cent.—A 5 Per 
Cent. Bank Rate Likely.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Our money market 
is getting into an interesting condition. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer’s de- 
mand for another £13,000,000 to be add- 
ed to his already excessive borrowings— 
£10,000,000 of it now in three years, 3 
per cent. bonds offered at 98—has caused 
it to become nervous and anxious. And 
no wonder. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach let out that 
he already owes £18,000,000 on Treasury 
bills alone, £3,000,000 of it to the Bank of 
England, which has thus directly ad- 
vanced the Treasury £8,500,00u, instead 
of £5,500,000, shown in the weekly Ex- 
chequer returns. Add that £5,500,000 to 
£18,000,000-odd, and we get a floating 
debt of nearly £24,000,000, exclusive of 
the newest £10,000,000, the most un- 
wholesome amount, which, thanks to the 
Bank of. England's participation, has 
thrown on the market a mass of diseased 
credit by which discount and money 
rates have been kept low. 

To add to the trouble, Flestimate that 
half of the “‘ Khaki” loan is pawned. A 
fancy premium was created upon it be- 
fore the issue, which led a thousand peo- 
ple to rush in with applications. Even, 
although the allotments were severely 
cut down in consequence of the mass of 
applications, numbers of these premium 
scalpers received more than they want- 
ed. Many wanted none at all, only the 
chance .of pocketing the market pre- 
mium. Thus, in spite of the apparent 
furor, the loan has not been taken up 
and the holders of scrip had to pay from 
4% to 5 per cent., generally 4%, last week 
for money to September. 

How is the market so placed that it is 
going to find another £10,000,000 now, 
with more to follow? 

We cannot find it, some of the largest 
dealers in credit keep telling me, at least 
not for less than 4 per cent. The head 
of one large house, indeed, told me yes- 
terday that if the Chancellor did not 
make haste he would be unable to get 
money at 4 per cent. We shall see this 
week, as the terms on which the new 
three-year-bonds are offered mean little 
more than 3% per cent. 

Were we in sight of the end it might 
be different, but this newest loan is only 
the newest makeshift, and by October 
another appeal will have to be made for 
funds. No wonder that discount has 
risen almost to 44 per cent. and that 
business has been forced to bank to 
an extent which has increased the mar- 
ket’s indebtedness in last week by 

2,300,000, 

The banks, in order to advance in dis- 
count, the outflow of gold has been 
stopped, our market being now the dear- 
est in Western, and, save St. Petersburg, 
in Northern Europe—dearer even than 
Berlin and Hamburg—4 per cent., how- 
ever, has not attracted gold in any quan- 
tity, although I believe considerable 
amounts are on the water from Austra- 
lia and even from the Far East; there- 
fore it is probable that we shall see a 
f per cent. bank rate established, per- 
haps before this month is out, because 
at all costs gold must be attracted. 

Our stock is still £2,000,000 less than 
it was a year ago, having run down dur- 
ing the last two months, and we want at 
least £10,000,000 to make us safe. 

This will explain why the credit insti- 
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tutions are perturbed and disposed to 
work with extreme caution when they 
work at all. Also it explains why the 
prices of all our first-class securities 
have steadily dwindled until our best 
railway preferred stocks and debentures 
are from 10 to 25 per cent. lower than 
they were twelve months ago. The 
shrinkage must go on, paralyzing all dis- 
position to speculate. 

We had little eddies of gambling last 
week, but they came from Paris or Cape 
Town and were confined to copper and 
Kafir shares. The English public are 
sick and apathetic to a degree to which 
I can remember no parallel. 

If you can send us gold, do so by all 
means; we shall be very thankful for it; 
but I cannot discover in the position of 
your associated banks much capacity to 
help us, and the Continent offers still 
less consolation, for, apart from the 
Bank of France, whose stock of the 
metal is £11,000,000 larger than it was a 
year ago, no great State bank has any- 
thing to spare. Russia, from whom we 
received £1,000,000 in May, shows a de- 
crease of £14,000,000 in gold stock held 
by the Imperial Bank since this time 
last year. Bank of Spain’s stock is also 
down to £3,000,000, and no other country 
is in a position to help us. A. J. W.

The market for outside securities last 
week was generally firm and slightly 
more active than during the previous 
week.
